A little over

W ithin three m onths the husband died. 
Ail this happened in Bucharest. 
The 
brother-in-law, whom, according to the 
faith, the young woman must m arry, is 
Manuel Lacs of East Forty-ninth street, 
this city. 
Lacs was already m arried 
aud, therefore, of course, could not have 
m arried the widow of his brother, even 
if he wanted to. 
The young woman opened negotia­ 
tions w ith her New York relations soon 
after the death of her husband, but her 
brother-in-law fouud it impossible to 
travel abroad to have the ceremony of 
dispensing w ith the obligation perform­ 
ed.

held up by five masked men atfl o’clock 
lane night between Edgemere aud Grand 
Calum et Height*, Iud., SO mile* out of 
Chicago. 
Que of the mail cars which 
contained no money was dynam ited and 
wrecked. 
The attem pt at robbery was made af­ 
ter the two mail cars Ixad been detached 
from the train aud run a quarter of a 
mile ahead. 
The failure of the robbers 
to make a rich haul was duo to tim fact 
that the express ear. which contained 
the train’s treasure was in an unusual 
place. It was the third car in the train. 
After wrecking the mail ear and ob­ 
taining no booty the robbers disappear­ 
ed w ithout attem pting to rectify their 
mistake. 
The only loot they carried 
away w ith them as a result of their 
adventure was a gold w atch of the en­ 
gineer. 
Most of the trainm en were 
shot at and had narrow escapes from 
the bullets. 
No person was injured. 
The place where the robbery occurred 
is a lonely district in which few people 
live and houses are far between. 
The train was running at a high rate 
of speed as H passed Calum et Heights 
and im mediately after passing the sta­ 
tion Engineer Collins saw directly in 
front of his engine a large fire on which 
am ie rails had been placed.
